Mirabel later shows she did not see Maceo 
herself. Just botore her departure from 
Cuba, gentlemen of Maceo'a staff had 
arrived from field and informed her that 
Maceo was alive but seriously wounded 
and with four physicians attending him.

Maceo was recovering slowly and further 
said that during an engagement between 
the insurgents and the Spaniards under 
Cirujedia, Dr. Zertucha, unobserved, shot 
Maceo, and afterwards hastened to join 
the Spaniards. For this Zurtneha received 
J.50,090.

TARIFF HEARINGS TODAY. 


Wood, Pulp and Paper 


Books Interests Covered. 
The Lumber Men First. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript. ] 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 31.—The 


hearings before the ways and means com- 
mittee today covered the wood, pulp and 
paper books industries. 
Several large 


delegations were present. The forenoon 
was given to the lumber interests. C. W. 
Goodyear appeared, representing a com- 
mittee of twenty, appointed at tne con- 
vention at Cincinnati early in December. 
Mr. Goodyear raid the lumbermen, who 
demand a share in the policy of protec- 
tion, numbered 600,000, and represented 
fully a billion dollars of capital. Those 
lumbermen do not include retailers. He 
said lumber is the leading industry in 
over thirty states. 


The present law, he said, practically 


placed lumber on the free list. What 
lumbermen wished was that hemlock, 
basswood and sycamore be placed in the 
$2 class. He could see no reason why the 
great staples mentioned were not placed 
in the same class as spruce. Mr. Good- 
year made a graceful reference to Maine's 
representatives in congress, saying he 
could easily understand how spruce, the 
great staple product of Maine, remained 
in the $3 class. "But" Mr. Dingley inter- 
posed, "Maine is the pine tree state." 
"Without any pine," retorted Mr. Good-

those of St. llyaciatlie, Sherbi-ooke 
and Valley Field. As the Catholic 
population of the archdiocese exceeds 
400.000 it is one of the most populous 
in North America. The late arch- 
bihhop was in his 70th year, having- 
been born ill Montreal, Feb. 28, 1827. 
After a classical course extending-over 
some &even ycar& his parents sent him 
to I'uris in 1S4,'(, where he spent some 
eighteen months 
On Sept. 7, 1844, lie 


ciss'imed the cassock a.t Chatenay, and 
on October 18 lie entered the Sulpi- 
cian seminary 
at 
Ist>y. 
In 1848 


tlie youu£ ecclesiastic visited Rome 
uud had tho honor of an audience with 
Grng-ory XVI.—in after life he had the 
same honor conferred on him on 
several occasions, by Popes Pius IX. 
and Leo XIII. Shortly after he re- 
turned to Montreal aud became at- 
tached to the bishop's palace. He -was 
ordained to priesthood in 1850 and for 
nearly twenty years was one of the 
prominent priests in the diocese. In 
1S7G he became bishop of Montreal. 
In 18S6 at the time of the elevation of 
Mg-r. Tascherean to the rank of cardi- 
nal Mg-r. Fabre was made archbishop 
and placed at the head of the eccle- 
siastical province of Montreal. At 
many critical periods in the city's his- 
tary lie stood out for its best interests, 
notably at the time of the Northwest 
rebellion and in the small-pox epidemic. 
Temperance had a devoted champion 
in him, arid he never turned his back 
on an undertaking which could ad- 
vance its interests. 


DISEASES IN CUBA. 


Keport of Sanitary Inspector Burgess to 


the Marine Hospital Service. 


Washington, Dec. 31.—Sanitary In- 


spector Burg-ess, United States marine 
hospital service, in a report to the 
marine hospital serUce on small-pox 
and yellow fever in Cuba during the 
first two weeks in December, says that 
nearly all spreading diseases have 
somewhat diminished except small- 
pox, which has increased. During- the 
week ending December 17 there were 
306 deaths in Havana, 35 caused by 
yellow fever with about 150 new eases; 
57 small-pox with 500 new cnses; the 
remainder \>y other causes. Fifty-two 
of the .)5 deaths from yellow fever 
were among- .Spanish soldiers.

daughter, aged 30, were killed by an 
explosion of dynamite at Tuckerton, 
near this city, last evening. Mr. 
Becker had placed a quantity of the 
explosive in the oven' of the kitchen 


i stove for the purpose of thawing it 
out. Shortly after doing so he went 


; out. He had not been gone more 
than five minutes when there was a 
terrific crash, and he hurried back to 
the house. He was horrified to find 
the mangled remains of hit wife lying 
on the floor. His daughter, Mrs. 
Seidel, was not killed outright, but 
her body was so badly shattered that 
she died twenty minutes later. The 
dwelling, a handsome atone struc- 
ture, caught fire and was consumed 
by the flames despite the gallant 
work of the neighbors. 
Mr. Becker is 


completely prostrated by the terrible 
affair. 
Another dynamite explosion 


of a somewhat similar character also 
occurred here yesterday, but with leas 
fatal results. Willie Gantz, aged 13, 
picked up three small dynamite caps 
at one of the industrial estab-ishments 
in this city. 
These he took home and 


spent a portion of the afternoon ia 
throwing small quantities of the dyna- 
mite into tho open stove. In some 
manner he accidentally dropped one 
of the caps into tho coal bucket. Later 
his mother, Mrs. John Gautz, put some 
coal on the fire as she was about pre- 
paring the evening meal. Suddenly 
there was an explosion, and two of her 
fingers and a thumb were blown off. 
Her right eye was also badly injured, 
and she may lose the sight of it. 
Bertha, ag-ed 8, and Earl, aged 3, 
children who were standing near by, 
were severely burned about the face 
and arms, but their Injuries are not 
serious.
